OUR  1926  INTRODUCTIONS 


We  are  bringing  out  this  season  five  new  Dahlias,  every  one  of  which  we  believe 
will  be  a distinct  acquisition  in  its  type  and  color.  All  have  good  stems  and  every 
variety  is  suited  for  commercial  growing. 

The  stock  available  for  distribution  will  probably  be  not  more  than  about  five 
hundred  divisions  of  each  variety,  so  we  would  suggest  the  early  placing  of  orders  by 
any  of  our  customers  who  are  interested  in  these. 

We  can  conscientiously  recommend  each  and  every  one. 

87.  GOLD  RUSH  (decorative)  Clear  lemon  yellow.  We  have  had  a considerable  num- 
ber of  yellow  decorative  Dahlias  in  our  collections  during  the  ten  years  as  a com- 
mercial grower,  but  none  of  them  have  we  ever  considered  as  even  approaching 
the  ideal.  In  this  new  variety  we  believe  we  have  as  nearly  a perfect  Dahlia  as 
we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  a 1920  seeding  from  Copper,  but  has  no  resemblance  to 
the  parent  in  any  respect.  The  flowers  are  large,  but  not  paritcularly  immense, 
in  a true,  regular  decorative  type  with  full  centers  to  the  end  of  the  season,  and 
of  a clear  deep  lemon  yellow  without  a tinge  of  green.  The  bush  is  a vigorous 
grower  of  average  height  and  is  particularly  striking  in  the  garden  because  of  the 
sharp  contrast  between  the  quantities  of  yellow  blooms  rising  well  up  above  the 
heavy,  dark  green  foliage.  The  flowers  keep  a long  time,  both  on  the  bush  and 
when  cut,  and  are  carried  upright  on  the  best  of  stems.  We  firmly  believe  that 
the  “Gold  Rush”  will  be  one  of  the  most  popular  Dahlias  when  it  becomes  gen- 
erally known.

91.  QUEEN  DIDO  (decorative)  A deep  shade  between  a Tyrian  pink  and  mallow  pur- 
ple. This  variety  should  have  been  introduced  some  time  ago  as  it  is  a 1918  seed- 
ling from  the  same  parentage  as  our  Empress  Eugenie,  but  during  the  wet  Decem- 
ber of  1921  we  lost  nearly  all  of  the  stock  which  happened  to  be  in  a portion  of 
our  fields  when  the  drainage  was  poor.  This  is  a good  commercial  variety — large 
flowers  of  a pleasing  color  produced  very  abundantly  on  long,  erect  stems.

94.  ROMAN  EAGLE  (decorative)  Brilliant  salmon  orange,  shading  to  a slightly  dark- 
er center,  the  whole  covered  with  a distinct  metallic  sheen.  A 1920  seedling  from 
C.  C.  Moore.  In  this  we  have  a very  large,  deep,  full  flower  of  good  substance 
with  wavy  petals  and  one  that  stays  good  until  the  blooming  season  is  over.  The 
habit  of  growth  is  tall  with  plenty  of  large  and  heavy  foliage.  The  stems  are  ex- 
ceptionally strong  and  carry  the  numerous  flowers  way  up  in  the  air.

95.  VALENCIA  (decorative)  Chrome  yellow  with  cadmium  orange  shadings.  A 1920 
seedling  from  C.  C.  Moore.  The  habit  of  this  Dahlia  resembles  that  of  some  of 
the  newer  European  productions,  of  which  Insulinde  is  probably  the  best  known, 
in  that  the  stems  are  especially  long  and  wiry  and  the  blooms  are  carried  almost 
at  right  angles  to  the  stem  without  any  definite  bend.  The  flowers  are  large,  very 
full  and  made  up  of  rather  fluted  petals.  The  habit  of  growth  is  above  the  average 
height,  with  rather  sparse  foliage  and  an  abundance  of  bloom.  The  flowers  ap- 
pear early  in  the  season  and  continue  to  come  perfect  until  the  last.  A good 
commercial  variety  and  also  an  exhibition  flower  of  the  highest  type.

HELIUM  (hybrid  cactus)  The  color  combination  is  a heavy  layer  of  cadmium 
orange  over  a chrome  yellow.  This  variety  was  originated  by  Mr.  P.  A.  Vincent 
of  Santa  Barbara  in  1920  from  seed  of  Golden  West.  It  somewhat  resembles  the 
parent  in  size  and  shape  but  is  a much  more  showy  flower  because  of  the  brilliant 
combination  of  contrasting  colors.  The  bush  grows  tall  and  produces  plenty  of 
flowers  on  long  stiff  stems.

NEW  EUROPEAN  DAHLIAS 


In  our  list  of  introductions  from  European  growers  for  this  season  we  have  some 
very  choice  Dahlias,  and  are  able  to  offer  them  to  the  trade  at  prices  which  are  con- 
siderably lower  than  the  usual  quotations  for  the  new  sorts  of  American  origin.  One 
characteristic  of  Dahlias  from  Continental  Europe  is  that  practically  all  of  them  have 
strong  and  erect  stems  and  are  thus  suited  for  commercial  use. 

815.  ARTIS  (decorative)  Fiery  orange  scarlet.  The  flowers  are  not  large  but  are 
produced  in  utmost  abundance  on  ideal  stems.  This  dahlia  will  be  a valuable 
addition  to  our  list  of  commercial  varieties.  Highly  commended  at  the  Dahlia 
Trials  at  Wisley,  England,  in  1922,  and  received  First  Class  Certificates  at  Am- 
sterdam, Haarlem  and  The  Hague  in  1921.  50c  each;  $4.00  per  dozen. 

833.  AUGUSTINUS  (decorative)  A most  wonderful  color  combination  of  salmon 
overlaid  with  deep  old  rose.  The  very  large  flowers  are  made  up  of  rather  narrow, 
wavy  petals  approaching  the  hybrid  cactus  type  according  to  American  classifica- 
tion, and  are  freely  produced  on  extra  long  stiff  stems.

847.  HEIMWEH  (hybrid  cactus)  Brilliant  amaranth  purple  with  yellow  at  base  of 
petals;  this  shows  up  as  a distinct  narrow  yellow  ring  around  the  unopened  cen- 
ter. The  flowers  are  perfect  in  their  type  and  the  bushes  are  a gorgeous  mass  of 
color  up  to  the  end  of  the  season.  Very  useful  for  any  purpose.

819.  JEWEELTJE  (miniature  hybrid  cactus)  Light  pink.  In  this  dainty  little  flower 
we  have  a decided  acquisition  to  our  commercial  dahlias.  The  blooms  are  a clear 
light  pink,  just  about  the  shade  of  Delice,  and  will  average  about  two  or  two  and 
one-half  inches  across.  The  stems  are  thin,  but  strong  and  wiry  and  the  bushes 
are  continually  covered  with  flowers.  Because  of  the  small  size  and  beautiful 
shade  of  pink  florists  will  find  uses  for  this  variety  where  other  dahlias  may  not
